The  Salem  Class  of  1974 
Class  History 

We  finally  made  it.  After  four  years  which  seemed  to  have  passed  like  four  weeks,  we  are  now  alumni  of  Salem 
High  School.  Looking  back,  we  all  shared  many  good  times. 

As  freshmen,  we  started  our  high  school  career  on  September  9,  1970,  and  troubles  started  then,  too.  Remember 
trying  to  find  the  swimming  pool  and  the  elevator?  The  first  big  event  of  the  year  was  going  to  be  our  skating  party.  It 
was  just  our  luck  that  this  outdoor  event  was  prevented  by  an  unexpected  January  thaw.  And  who  can  forget  how 
proud  we  were  of  our  undefeated  freshman  football  team? 

When  our  Sophomore  year  started,  everything  was  old  hat.  We  had  many  good  times,  such  as  putting  on  our  Color
